Maritime Insurance Companies Have Met 


With Heavy lessee Kccently. 


New York, March 12. — An official of 


one of the largest insurance compa- 
nies of this country, which makes a 
specialty of assuming maritime risks, 
has received a circular' from London 
stating that from Jan. 1 up to Feb. 27 
of this year the various English com- 
panies have lost £2,000,000 in ship- 
wrecks. 


The loss exceeds any estimate for 


the same period within 20 years. 
The 


estimate for the two months, accord- 
Ing to the circular, is a low one, and 
it is thought that fully £500,000 will 
have to be added to the amount to 
make the figures correct, thus making 
in all the enormous loss of 
nearly 


$12,000,000 for the first 59 days of this 
year.
